| Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, as amended, an audit has been 
conducted of the financial records of the Town of Sears- 
mont for the fiscal year ended February 6, 1958. 

The examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards that pertain to 
‘governmental accounting and was conducted by Auditor 
C. G. Hawes of the State Department of Audit. The 
audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year, and included all procedures which were 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the Town 
were appropriately handled, with such exceptions as 
may be noted in the accompanying comments. Recom- 
mendations are offered which are believed worthy of 
consideration. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the results of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period indicated.

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| COMMENTS 
February 7, 1957 to February 6, 1958 

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Searsmont has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended February 6, 1958. 

The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net 
unexpended balances amounting to $4,769.07 were lapsed 
to surplus, per the following summary: 

Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $6,070.17 
Overdrafts | 1,301.10 


Net Unexpended Balances $4,769.07 


The unappropriated balance of excise tax revenue, 
the overlay and supplemental taxes were the principal 
factors contributing to the unexpended balances. Over- 
drafts were reflected for the most part in the general 
government and unclassified accounts. 


ASSETS 

The cash balance of $12,688.03 was reconciled with 
a statement furnished by the First National Bank of 
Belfast, Maine. Count of cash was made at the audit 
date and reconciled with the closing balance. 

Other assets were reviewed and verification under- 
taken to determine their correctness at the year end. 
The accounts receivable represented reimbursable 
expenditures due from the state for poor relief and 
porcupine bounties of $286.86 and $25.50 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
The general fund liabilities totaled $2,010.40 at the 
close of the year. The amount consisted of the balance of

a hurricane loan of $2,000.00 which matures March 23, 
1958, and an overremittance of $10.40 by the tax col- 
lector. 

The departmental accounts earried forward to the 
ensuing year reflect a net unexpended . balance of 
$1,265.95. This amount represents principally the educa- 
tion account balances. , 

A new school building fund was created at the 
annual town meeting. The proceeds amountinfi to 
$4,150.00 from the sale of the Ripley Estate and the 
appropriation of $2,049.31 from surplus were used to 
establish the fund.a At the close of the year the fund was 
uninvested and. was a part of the general fund cash. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $6,231.36, 
an increase of $2,182.05 for the year. This increase was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended balances 
' lapsed, less an appropriation for the new school building 
fund and a payment on the fire truck and equipment 


notes. 


DEBT FUND 

The debt fund, incorporated in the statement of 
financial condition as a separate fund reflects the out- 
standing bridge construction loan balance of $600.00 
which matured February 11, 1958 with interest at 3% 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS 

The total amount of trust fund principals was 
$14,600.00 and the unexpended income amounted to 
$2,308.79. These funds are invested in bonds totaling 
$11,000.00 and time deposits of $5,908.79 in the First 
National Bank of Belfast, Maine. 7 

The “Marriner School Fund’’ is represented by a 
U. 8. Savings Bond of $500.00 and a time deposit of 
$13.82 in the First National Bank of Belfast. 


| DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 
, A review of departmental accounts revealed an 
increase of $5,636.21 in funds raised by taxation, as 
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compared with the preceding year. Larger appropriations 
for highways, charities and education were the principal 
factors contributing to the change. 

The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year increased $1,596.27, as compared with the 
balances at the start of the year. The increase was 
reflected principally in the education account. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The following recommendations are believed worthy 
of consideration: 

Waivers should be obtained for partial payments on 

tax liens to protect the town’s foreclosure rights. 

Trial balances of the general ledger should be taken 

at least monthly. This procedure would aid mater- 
ially in keeping audit costs at a minimum. 


GENERAL 

The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed 
that the townspeople had authorized the transfer from 
surplus to the new school building fund and also the 
transfer of excise tax revenue to the Moody Mountain 
Road account. An appropriation of $1,000.00 from sur- 
plus for note reduction was made by the selectmen. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. 

External verifications were utilized on a test basis 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. No differences were reported. The detail sub- 
stantiating outstanding checks and taxes receivable is 
on file in the State Department of Audit. 

Trust fund transactions were examined. The secur- 
ities were verified by actual inspection and the savings 


account balances were confirmed on a test basis with the 
depository. 
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An analysis was made of the receipts and deposits 
as well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and cancelled checks was examined for a 
selected period. 

Excise tax collections were verified with the copies 
of the receipts retained by the collector. Education 
account balances were verified with the Superintendent 
of Schools. Bond coverage was reviewed. 

Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of 
the municipality were reviewed to determine that 
related financial transactions had been properly admin- 
istered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 

In our opinion, the accompanying statement of 
financial condition and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the town at February 6, 
1958 and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended.

Our budget this year, is set up in terms of approach- 
ing the minimum salary for teachers, as required by law. 
We have not yet reached the minimum salary as required 
by law. We are, however, conforming by fulfilling a 
bracket of increment. 

It is to be noted that our secondary tuition bill has 
increased considerably. It is destined to continue to 
be a rising factor of expense. The number that graduates 
this year is far less than the number that will enter high 
school. 

The request for repair takes in planning and fore- 
thought for increasing the safety of our schoolbuilding. 
We have had the building state inspected and while the 
measures already taken would conform to state require- 
ments, there is at the present time, need of further steps 
to be taken, especially in regard to the upper grades 
room. 

As this report goes to print, we are faced with a 
possibility of being cut seriously, in our state school fund. 
The revenue derived from gales tax, took its curve 
downward due to the recession in spending. The budget 
for the legislature now calls for a serious cut. This 
problem is being faced by our legislators and what they 
can do to bring about a fulfillment of the formula for 
allocation of state school funds to the towns, is a matter 
of conjecture. If the state does not fulfill its obligation 
to the towns, then the local appropriation must care for 
the town’s share and a part of the state’s subsidy.
